(pound), though the connection with 
any special weight is not evident. The 
name of the German coin, mark, mean 
ing a weight of eight ounces, was for­ 
merly in general use in Europe.

pound. 
The coins in present use in 
Spain have their names from other 
sources.

AN OLD “REBEL” BILL. 


Representing nothing- on God’s earth 
now, 
And naught in the waters b§low it; 
As the pledge of a nation that s dead 
and gone, 
Keep it, dear friend, and show it. 


These lines from the first stanza of 
an elegy that was written a half cen­ 
tury or more ago on the back of a 
five-dollar Confederate bill. 
There 
are eight stanzas in all, yet they cover 
a space not more than three inches 
square on the back of the old bill. 
Although the handwriting is so dim­ 
inutive that one cannot read it readily 
without the aid of a powerful glass, 
it has been executed so well that each 
letter looks as though ithad been en­ 
graved instead of written by the hand 
of one who must have been overcome 
with emotion. 
For upward of forty years the old 
bill has been in the possession of 
George P. Merrill of the Brooklyn 
Club. 
So long ago did Mr. Merrill 
acquire the bill that he does not re­ 
member whence it came. 
The other 
day he showed it to a number of fel­ 
low' members in the club, including 
George W. Chauncey, the president, 
and C. G. Balmanno, vice-president 
of the Mechanics bank. 
It created 
both the interest and curiosity of all 
who examined the bill. 
Mr. Balman­ 
no, especially, evinced such interest 
and was so much impressed by the 
pathos of the elegy written upon it, 
that he persuaded Mr. Merrill to part 
with it, and he now intends to add it 
to his collection of curiosities. 
The bill is of the issue of 1804 and 
bears the signatures of El. E. W ingate 
for the registrar, and L. Holmes for 
the treasurer of the Confederate States 
of America. Across the top of the 
bill was a notice to the effect that the 
bill would be redeemable two years 
after a treaty ratifyibg peace between 
the Confederate States and the United 
States should be signed. 
But, as 
is 
well known to every studentof history, 
the Southern evidences of indebted­ 
ness were all repudiated by the nat­ 
ional government, and this bill, as 
well as every other issued by the Con­ 
federates, befame just so much wotrh- 
less paper. 
Although Mr. Merrill has endeav­ 
ored many times to find out who was 
the author of the lines inscribed on 
the back of the old bill, he has never 
Succeeded. 
In the opinion 
of

Chauncey, they are the finest he has 
read in many a long day. 
They are 
as follows:

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A Better Produce Market. 


A splendid crop of fruit and truck 
has been raised in this vicinity this 
season, and a fair market ha^ been 
provided by the local merchants and 
our one produce shipper, but not­ 
withstanding this, considerable com­ 
plaint has arisen. 
The board of 
trade w elt to some exertions to see 
if a better price could not be obtain­ 
ed for produce, but it was soon found 
that the stuff was not being- produced 
in quantities considerable enough to 
justify the employment of the larger 
agencies which secure to the farmer 
better prices in vicinities where the 
fruit and truck industries are o rg a n ­ 
ized and prepared for large business. 
It must be concluded that the busi­ 
ness of raising produce in thi-> vicini­ 
ty is in a very backward state. 
We 
are not living un to our opportunties 
by any means A 
We have soil as 
good as any in Texas, and ve have 
the conditions to make us a rich and 
profitable diversified farming com­ 
munity, but the pet* centage of our re­ 
turns in any lines but staple crops is 
discouragingly 
low. 
Blackberries 
on the Denver market at present are 
selling for SIBOO and above per crate, 
the lowly bean for 4c per pound, but 
very little of the Denver money has 
found its way into tile pockets of our 
local fanners from the sale of these 
products. 
Tile returns from a few 
acres of truck and fruit crops will 
far exceed a much larger acreage 
planted in staple crops, and these ad­ 
ditional revenues should be added to 
the total revenues coming to the local 
farming industry. 
Bach successive 
season should add thousands of dol­ 
lars to the actual cash 
wealth pos­ 
sessed by the soil tillers of this vicini­ 
ty, and the community will not be 
helped up to a highly prosperous 
basis until every department of tile 
farm is brnigiug in its full share of 
revenues. 
Splendid success has been met with 
in the dairy industry. 
Upwards of 
$1,200 per month is now coming in 
in cash. 
The business men have 
seen the results, have seen men p ay ­ 
ing cash for goods who formerly 
went on a credit basis. 
This dairy 
enterprise is a result of yankee ener­ 
gy and ingenuity, and more of tile 
same spirit should be applied to oth­ 
er 
farming 
opportunties 
existing 


here. 
Hundreds of acres around De­ 
catur should be in fruit and truck, 
and we should be shipping the stuff 
in car load lots. 
If that were the 
case buyers from a distance, as well 
as from home, would come into our 
fields and pay for the produce on the 
ground and pay a great wealth of 
money for them. 
We have only one 
or two extensive raisers of fruit who 
have succeeded under tim handicap 
of shipping out in small individual 
lots. 
These are anxious that the 
business be generally followed in o r ­ 
der that carload shipments may be 
started. 
As it is, every farmer raises 
only a little dad of fruit and truck, 
just enough to worry him consider­ 
ably to get it on the market and to 
discourage him generally 
with the 
business. 
We should go into it in a 
larger, more systematic, 
business­ 
like way: we need more energy, en­ 
terprise and thrift. 
Til# B oard of Trade and the F a rm ­ 
ers Institute exist for the purpose of 
money and business more plentiful in 
the community and they could hardly 
do a better thing than aid in the ef­ 
fort to have more stuff produced here 
to sell to outriders who have 
tile 
money and the need and will buv.

Official tests of the many valuable 
hard woods native to Western Aus­ 
tralia have made known the extraor­ 
dinary properties of yate, believed to 
be the strongest of all known woods. 
Its average tensile strength is 24.000 
pounds to the square inch, equaling 
that of good cast iron. 
But many 
specimens are much stronger, and one 
was tested up to seventeen and a halt 
tons to the square inch, which is equal 
to the tensile strength of wrought 
iron. 
The sawed timber of yate is 
probably the strongest in the world. 
The tree grows to a maximum height 
of a hundred feet and has sometimes 
a diameter of two and a half or even 
three feet.—Harper’s Weekly.

The bass of thunder is considerably 
lower than the lowest sound produced 
in an orchestra—below’ the zero of 
music, we call it, at W’hich all positive 
apprehension of musical sound ceases 
and our senses are merely conscious ct 
a roar.
